Sex abuse victim admits: I 
wanted to commit suicide

My abuser had a hold over me for years, says victim

A MAN left suicidal after suf¬ 
fering four years of sexual abuse 
as a teen has spoken out about his 
traumatic past.

low, moved to the town in 2007 to 
start a new life with wife Barbara. 
But he has been left broken by a 
lifetime of illness, physical abuse 
and hardship. 

Now after finding out the man 
who sexually abused him died in 
2011 without ever facing justice, 
Mr Daniels has waived his right to 
anonymity to tell readers what it 
can be like to undergo such an 
ordeal. 

While living in Braintree at the 
age of 12, Mr Daniels would bunk 
off school because he was being 
bullied and went to a bus park 
cafe. He was sexually abused in a 
nearby public toilet. 

He said: “Someone put a note 
through a hole in the wall saying 
they wanted to come into my 
cubicle. Being naive, I 
allowed him to come in. He 
\ then asked me to masturb- 
ate him. 

“I became frightened. I 
did it and he said if I told 
anyone he would hurt me. From 
that time until I was 16, every 
time I played truant he would 
beckon me to go to the toilets and 
abuse me. 

“He was raping me every 
couple of months.” 

Mr Daniels has to breathe with 
the help of a machine because of 
his bronchiectasis - a disease 
which causes a permanent 
enlargement of parts of the air¬ 
ways of the lung - and chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease. 

As a child he says he was beaten 
by his father, who has now died. 

His family’s poverty meant he 
was forced to wear clothes bought 
from car boot sales which 
made him a target for bul¬ 
lies. When he was 13 he 
was transferred to a 
boarding school in 
Kent but his prob- 
I lems continued. 

He said: “I could 
not go anywhere 
else in town. If my

parents saw me they would beat 
me. The boarding school would 
physically abuse you, if you got to 
a lesson late you got punched.” 

In between school terms he 
would still be spotted by the man 
and forced to perform sex acts. 

He continued: “At 15 I had run 
away from the school, got home 
and told my mum. 

“She said ‘you have to go back’. I 
told her I was being sexually 
abused within the town. She 
called me a liar and rang the 
police to come and take me back. 

“I left school. My dad threw me 
out at 16. I lived rough for three 
months on the street and came 
down with double pneumonia.” 

Mr Daniels said he robbed a 
garage so he could spend time in a 
young offender’s institute and get 
off the street. At 20 he was 
released and moved to London 
where he met his wife. 

The pair now have four chil¬ 
dren: Jacob, Abigail, Maddie and 
Theo. They moved back to Brain¬ 
tree and not long after he reen¬ 
countered the abuser, 

Graham said: “I saw him com¬ 
ing out of the same public toilets, I 
went up to him and said ‘you are a 


paedophile and you know what 
you have done’. 

“My wife persuaded me to go to 
the police. I was shaking and had 
gone white. They arrested the 
man, bailed him but said it would 
be his word against mine and they 
dropped the case.” 

Mr Daniels is angry at the 
police, especially as the laws 
changed soon after his initial com¬ 
plaint. He re-reported the crime 
years later when Jimmy Savile’s 
case came up and the police 
acknowledged an offence but were 
unable to act as the man had since 
died. 

While Mr Daniels feels some 
readers might question how he 
kept encountering his abuser and 
not reporting him for so long, he 
said a culture of fear left him 
unable to escape his torment. 

“I felt he had this hold over me,” 
he added. “Each time it happened 
it got more aggressive. 

“The toilet still (now) has mes¬ 
sages from men requesting sexual 
favours. This is still going on. It is 
just a side of life that people see 
but tend to ignore.” 

He added: “I was a chef. I suffer

Donation welcome with demand on rise 


MORE people are relying on 
emergency Foodbank supplies in 
Harlow, according to latest figures. 

Statistics released this week show 
in the 2016-17 financial year 3,058 
people used the Matching Tye-based 
service, an increase of 11.4 per cent 
from the year before. 

Gary Knott, director of community 
services of Harlow Foodbank, feels 
more people are struggling to put 
meals on the table due to low income, 
benefit changes, debt and domestic 
violence. 

He said: “It is deeply concerning 
we are still seeing an increase in the 


number of local people in crisis 
coming to Harlow Foodbank over the 
last year. 

“Anybody could find themselves in 
need of the Foodbank. Every week 
people are referred to us after being 
hit by something unavoidable. 

Unaffordable 

“Illness, a delay in a benefit 
payment or an unexpected bill can 
mean food is simply unaffordable. 

“It really is only with the 
community’s support that we’re able 
to provide vital emergency help when 
it matters most, and we hope that one 


day there will be no need for us in 
Harlow. 

“But until that day comes, we will 
continue to offer the best possible 
service to help local people facing a 
crisis.” 

Around one third (1,094) of the food 
supplies were given to children. The 
top three reasons for referrals were 
benefit delay, low income and benefit 
changes. 

Mr Knott is also concerned about 
the impact Universal Credit could 
have when the benefit reform is fully 
introduced in Harlow in July. 

As well as emergency food 


supplies, Foodbank also provides 
essential products and signposts 
residents to other services in the 
area. 

Cheque 

This week Michael Roberts 
Charitable Trust, which manages 
Harlow Foodbank, was presented 
with a £400 cheque from Ghanaian 
fundraising group Harlow 
Progressive Friends.

Pharmacy worker sent 
drugs to addict in post 

More than four years in prison for ‘terrible misjudgement’

A HARLOW pharmacy assistant has 
been jailed after mailing parcels full of 
prescription drugs to her addicted 
internet “soulmate”. 

Shaun Bowmer, of Penrith in Cum¬ 
bria, died of drug toxicity in February 
last year. A post mortem revealed elev¬ 
ated amounts of painkiller tramadol 
and high levels of morphine. 

Pleas 

Cherie Madge, 42, of Albertine 
Street, was found guilty of taking med¬ 
ication from Netteswell Pharmacy, in 
Harlow, where she worked, and send¬ 
ing it to him, despite pleas from his ex¬ 
partner for her to stop. 

The mother-of-one admitted twice 
supplying Mr Bowmer, whom she had 
never met in person, with tramadol 
from her own prescription. 

But she denied illegally sending him 


four other drugs, class A morphine- 
based zomorph and sevredol, along 
with class C diamorphine and 
lorazepam. 

She went on trial at Carlisle Crown 
Court in early April, but was convicted 
of the crimes, unanimously, by a jury 
and has been jailed for four-and-a-half 
years. 

Giving evidence during the trial, Mr 
Bowmer’s fiancee Stephanie Cooper 
described how “parcels full of these 
drugs,” arrived at their house. 

She said: “I was angry. He told me 
the night before his death that he had 
been taking morphine and tramadol 
for the past week to cope because it had 
been his birthday and he had really 
struggled with that.” 

Madge claimed she was being made 
a scapegoat and that said she was 
“devastated” by Mr Bowmer’s death. 

Michael Edmonds, mitigating on 
behalf of Madge, claimed that Mr 
Bowmer could have obtained drugs 


through other sources. 

He told the court she had an “exem¬ 
plary record of conduct” at the phar¬ 
macy before what he called a “terrible 
and unacceptable misjudgment”. 

“She has now resigned. She will 
never work in this industry again,” 
said Mr Edmonds. 

Addicted 

“This is not someone stealing drugs 
and supplying them on an industrial 
scale. It is a limited number of supplies 
over a period of months to someone 
who was already addicted to these 
drugs.” 

Handing down the prison sentence, 
Judge Peter Davies said: “It was like a 
sweet shop that was permanently open 
for him, and him alone. It is not an 
exaggeration to say, but for you, he 
may be alive today. 

“The fact that his death occurred 
cannot be ignored, and it is a seriously 
aggravating feature.” 


‘ U nco-operative ’ 
teenager suffers 
stabbing wounds 

A TEENAGE boy suffered injuries to his arm and 
face in a stabbing incident in Priory Court, Harlow. 

PC Matt Hughes tweeted about the incident 
which happened shortly after 11pm on Monday. 

His post read: “Eventful last few hours 
dealing with a stabbing incident in #Harlow. 
Thankfully not serious injury. Now writing up 
paperwork.” 

Although the victim was rushed to hospital with 
injuries, police have said he is not cooperating with 
the investigation. 

Injuries 

A spokesman from Essex Police said: “A teenage 
boy was taken to hospital and suffered minor 
injuries to his arm and face. 

“The victim is not cooperating with the 
investigation.” 

■ THE suspected stabbing happened on the same 
day as two men were arrested on suspicion of GBH 
after an assault in Harlow town centre. 

The incident resulted in a 30-year-old man being 
taken to hospital with minor injuries.

with mental health problems 
because of what happened. 

“Workwise, I never managed to 
maintain a job long enough. I have 
had about 600 jobs. My lung dis¬ 
ease has deteriorated from 2007 
and I am now unable to work. 

“Even now I have attempted 
suicide in the past few months. I 
have been sectioned for trying to 
throw myself in front of traffic. 
My dad said ‘don’t just talk about 
it, get on with it’. 

“I feel worthless. I feel that 
everything was my fault. That I 
allowed him to abuse me and 
because of my illness I allowed my 
father to be aggressive and hate¬ 
ful, it has left me feeling useless. 

“I don’t feel I can give my family 
anything they want. Because of ill 
health we struggle hard finan¬ 
cially. I wake up each day and I cry 
because I am alive. My children, I 
don’t want to hurt them. If I did 
take my life I don’t want them to 
feel it was their fault or that I have 
done something wrong for 
them.” 

By speaking out Graham hopes 
to encourage victims to contact 
authorities, but also to talk about 
the lasting damage abusers can 
do. 

He said: “The victims get left 
behind. The damage that paedo¬ 
philes do, it is horrendous the 
damage that they leave. Some are 
able to get on with their lives but a 
lot of victims suffer with mental 
health.”

JEREMY Corbyn said a Labour 
government would build one mil¬ 
lion houses in five years during a 
surprise visit to Harlow.

“Here in Harlow we have a 
Labour council who are building 
council homes. 

“We are getting new council 
housing here in Harlow. 

“I have been to see an elderly 
couple re-housed in a council 
home, giving peace and security. 

“We want that for everybody in 
this country.” 

Only invited guests knew in 
advance about the whereabouts of 
the visit. Mr Corbyn visited Har¬ 
low last year ahead of the EU 
referendum campaign. 

Labour is yet to announce its 
candidate for the town.

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Coroner rules well-known 
decorator took his own life 


Tributes to father-of-four 


who knew a lot of people in Harlow’

A 33-YEAR-OLD decorator from 
Harlow who was “the life and soul 
of the party” took his own life, an 
inquest has ruled. 

Gary Clark, of Ladyshot, had a 
history of mental health and alco¬ 
hol problems and was found 
hanged. 

He leaves behind two sons and 
two daughters, who are all young¬ 
er than 13, and Mr Clark’s former- 
partner Hannah Sharpe, 26, has 
now started a fundraising appeal 
for his children. 

She said: “I started the page to 
raise money to ensure his kids are 
well looked after. 

Target 

“So far we have raised £80 but I 
put the target as £1,000. 

“He knew a lot of people in 
Harlow. He was the life and soul of 
the party. 

“He would talk to anyone and 
even when he walked to the shop 
he would see someone he knew. 

“His children were his life. I 
would love a donation to go to the 
family.” 

Mr Clark was a former painter 
and decorator who loved fishing 
and DJing, and had four children 


from two different relationships. 

Essex Coroners Court heard on 
Friday he had previously attemp¬ 
ted suicide and when he died, he 
had 116 milligrams of alcohol per 
100ml of blood, well over the drink 
drive limit. 

He was found on February 13 by 
Essex Police to be hanging and a 
cause of death was given as suf¬ 
focation by ligature. 

In giving her verdict, area cor¬ 
oner Eleanor McGann said: “He 
had mental health issues and this 
was coupled with alcohol issues. 

Evidence 

“As to whether he intended to 
die I have got the evidence that he 
tried before and he said to an ex- 
girlfriend that he had tried to 
hang himself. 

“I am certain his death was 
suicide.” 

Members of his family attend¬ 
ing the inquest expressed dissat¬ 
isfaction with mental health 
services in not taking further 
action. 

But they requested for the 
inquest to go ahead rather than 
defer and take legal action, a 
decision that effectively closed 
the case. 

His mother, who did not wish to 
be named, said: “He pleaded for

help and he went up there a few 
times and the doctors could see 
how lost he was. 

“There was a cry for help and 
they were not interested. 


“It is the way the system works 
and they let him down. 

“We were advised it would 
not be of any value (to press 
charges) and it would not bring 


him back.” 

She added: “Everybody liked 
him, he had a really good 
heart and did everything for 
people.”

Hoax 999 calls include child’s 
report of ‘drowning goldfish’ 



A CHILD who dialled 999 to 
report a drowning goldfish is one 
of several hundred time-wasting 
or hoax calls received every 
month. 

The East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust 
(EEAST) has joined forces with 
Harlow College in campaigning 
to reduce time-wasting, to speed 
up the service and ultimately 
save lives. 

Nationwide there are ten hoax 
calls made every day which can 
deprive residents in urgent need 
of a fast response. 

Joy Hale, head of 
communications at EEAST, said: 
“These inappropriate calls are as 
much a strain on our resources 
as hoax calls as we still have to 
respond. You wouldn’t believe 
some of the things people call 999 
about. A child called to say their 
goldfish was drowning and a 
man asked for an animal 
ambulance for a critically 
injured squirrel. 

“These may sound harmless 


but it does mean that a genuine 
caller with a real emergency 
may have trouble getting 
through.” 

Level 2 media students at 
Harlow College, in Velizy 
Avenue, have produced an 
animation, an e-book and 
documentary videos to tackle 
every aspect of hoax calls. 

Steve Youens, senior 
emergency medical technician 


said: “This is one of the biggest 
projects I’ve worked on and 
college students have gone 
beyond my expectations. 

“It’s taken around seven 
months to produce everything 
and they’ve been fantastic.” 

The materials will be 
circulated as part of EE AST’s 
campaign to cut the time- 
wasting calls.

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Rescue centre 
overwhelmed 
by horse crisis 

Nazeing sanctuary now completely full

A NAZEING equine sanctuary is 
completely stretched due to a 
“horse crisis”. 

Redwings Ada Cole Rescue 
Centre in Epping Road is a charity 
that gives neglected or abandoned 
horses a safe place to live for the 
rest of their lives. 

But its service is under pres¬ 
sure due to a sharp rise in horse 
abandonment nationally. 

Meanwhile, more than 6,000 
people have now signed a petition 
to “stop inhumane treatment to 
horses in Harlow Common”. 

Redwings has five centres 
nationwide and Lucinda Sloane, 
who works as the charity’s com¬ 
munications manager, said: 
“Since 2013 we have been talking 
about a horse crisis. 

“Abandonment figures have 
doubled across the country. Our 
sanctuary is full and we have no 
more space, it is a commonly 
faced issue. 

“There are too many horses and 
not enough homes. It devalues 
them.” 

Horse tethering and equine 
roaming is not an unusual sight 
in Harlow but the graphic image 
of a dead horse in Pinnacles, 
widely circulated on social media, 
led to louder calls for action. 

Last month Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon rallied for an end to the 
situation, and questioned Harlow 
Council and the RSPCA.

Horse tethering is not illegal 
and authorities have limited 
powers to step in. The RSPCA can 
be contacted if anyone has serious 
concerns about the welfare of an 
animal. 

Ms Sloane continued: “We don’t 
tether horses. It is not illegal but it 
must be done correctly. 

Identify 

“I think the real issue is that 
there are too many horses and not 
enough land. It is not always pos¬ 
sible to identify the owners. 

“Roaming is also a concern and 
it is one of the reasons why people 
tether their horses. 

“It is a nationwide problem that 
we have been tackling.” 

She added: “I think what has 
happened is that we have been

“There has been a heightened 
consciousness.” 

Redwings, which is completely 
publicly funded, consistently 
works with town authorities. Har¬ 
low PC Josh Haase recently vis¬ 
ited the sanctuary to see a pony 
(now renamed Josh in his hon¬ 
our) that he helped rescue. 

A meeting is due to be held 
between Redwings, Essex Police, 
Harlow Council and the RSPCA to 
discuss what can be done. 

Ms Sloane said: “It is important 
for people to realise that every¬ 
body has the horses’ interests at 
heart and we are all working for 
the horses. 

“It is not a quick fix. Nothing is 
going to stop people from getting 
more horses.”

Linkin Park's latest album is by far the most 
emotionally raw of their two-decade career. 
KERRI-ANN ROPER learns how making 
it was therapy for singer Chester Bennington 


L INKIN PARK frontman 

Chester Bennington looks 
like the type of celebrity rock 
star you only ever read 
about. But here he is in the 
flesh, perched on a leather sofa in a 
recording studio in Kensington. 

A quick visual scan confirms his 
outward frontman credentials. 
Tattoos? Tick. Piercings? Tick. Black 
nail polish? Tick. His bandmate 
and long-time friend Mike Shinoda 
is sitting next to him, and he oozes 
coolness. 

But deep into our conversation 
the pair both start talking about 
being fathers, about how long it 
takes to leave the house when you 
have children. And that party-all- 
night rock star image evaporates. 

Their seventh album, One More 
Light, is due for release on May 19, 
and while there are a few firsts on it 
- such as a collaboration with a 
female vocalist and UK Grime artist 
Stormzy - the rest of their music 
mission remains unchanged. 

Following the release of first 
album Hybrid Theory in 2000, the 
American band has gone on to 
blaze a trail of musical success in 
whatever they do. Their debut sold 
more than 10 million copies, 
earning it diamond certified status, 
and to date they've won two 
Grammy Awards, five American 
Music Awards, four MTV VMA 
Awards, 10 MTV Europe Music 
Awards and three World Music 
Awards. 

It's been three years since their 
last album, The Hunting Party, was 
released, and fans have been 
chomping at the bit for new music 
ever since. 

"On this album," Mike, 40, 
explains, "I think we got half-way 
through it, really liked what we 
were making and decided to really 
slow the process down and go in 
even deeper on it." 

By that he means they worked 
differently in putting the record 
together. Previously they'd have 
had demos, then added lyrics and 


extra instrumentation. But this 
time they switched their working 
methods. 

"We started out with 
conversations about what was 
going on in our lives and then 
we'd pick from that and create 
lyrics and melodies based on those 
experiences," 41-year-old Chester 
explains. 

"That really changes the 
dynamics of the sound, because 
we're letting our emotions and our 
feelings tell the songs what to do, as 
opposed to the songs telling us 
what the emotion of the song 
should be." 

The previous day, during a Q and 
A session following a playback of a 
few songs in front of a small 
audience, Chester spoke openly 
about his state of mind when they

started the album. 

"I hated the world. I had a song 
in my phone at the start of the 
process called 'I hate the world 
right now! I was pretty suicidal. I 
hated my life," he says frankly. 

"Mostly the suffering that I was 
bringing on was self-imposed. All 
these thoughts were stuck in my 
head. It was not healthy. 

"I remember thinking that I 
wanted to be left alone." 

But he credits the writing process 
and band with getting him into a 
better place mentally. 

He goes on to explain: "I don't 
like feelings. I don't want to have 
any feelings at all. Even now, 
through all this process, that was 
the beginning point, I worked on 
all this stuff and started changing 
my perspective. I started reaching 
out and talking about my feelings. 
The next thing I know, I wasn't 
alone in the conversation in my 
head. I was inviting people into 
the conversation and getting 
feedback and working through this 
stuff. 

"At the end of the process, I was 
surprised I was ever in this place. I 
was like, 'Wow, I can't see myself 
getting in that place again because 
I have such good friends! I have a 
beautiful wife, great kids, awesome 
job." 

The opening line of the first 
single released from the new album 
is a reflection of where he was 
emotionally at that stage. The song, 
titled Heavy, opens with the words: 
"I don't like my mind right now." 
The lyrics aside, it is also the first 
time the band has had female 
vocals, in this instance from rising 


pop star Kiiara, on a song. 

"People outside the band, 
their reference points, all these 
other artists are in way different 
situations," Mike says. 

"We don't have a timeline on a 
record, it's whenever we want to 
put it out, we don't have someone 
from the label breathing down our 
necks saying, 'What about the 
marketing plan?’ 

“In our world, the label has trust 
in us, we are the artists, we know 
what we want and we're focused on 
the best album we can make." 

The album has been called their 
most personal one to date, and 
Mike reveals he wrote one of the 
tracks for his children. 

"I was trying to get my kids ready 
for school and they were fighting 
me on everything," he recounts. 
"With little ones, sometimes the 
five-minute exercise of walking out 
the house and getting to the car to 
go to school can be a 30-minute 
exercise, because you're like, 'I told 
you to put on your shoes, where's 
your sister? Wait, where are your 
pants? You need pants to go 
school!" 

Chester chimes in with his own 
line of "I told you to brush your 
teeth 40 minutes ago" and they 
both nod in parental agreement. 

The band will be back in the 
UK in July where they'll do shows 
in London, Birmingham and 
Manchester, and that suits Chester 
just fine. 

"We are never going to sit in one 
place for too long," he says. "Our 
musical journey doesn't have a 
destination, it just has stops. It has 
places we like to visit and move 
on." 

■ Linkin Park's seventh album, 
One More Light, will be released 
on May 19. The band will tour the 
UK in July, performing at 
London's 02 Arena, Manchester 
Arena and Birmingham's 
Barclaycard Arena.

Defective detective 


S eeing the truth is easy 
when you have 
robotic vision in 
director Sean Foley’s 
loopy lark based 
around a fictitious 1980s TV 
detective show - catchphrase 
“It’s truth time!” - best 
described as The Six Million 
Dollar Man meets Bergerac on 
the Isle of Man. 

Scripted by actors Julian 
Barratt and Simon Farnaby, 
who nab two of the showiest 
roles, Mindhorn hits more 
targets than it misses with its 
delightfully daft cocktail of 
spoof, slapstick and 
whodunnit. 

Pratfalls 

The search for a hospital 
outpatient, who is suspected 
of murder, quickly takes a 
back seat to the pratfalls 
including flashes of 
old-fashioned physical 
humour like the lead actor 
chasing after a suspect and 
awkwardly clambering over a 
garden gate as it swings open 
beneath him. 

Extended cameos from 
Kenneth Branagh and Simon 
Callow, gleefully poking fun at 
their theatrical luwiness, 
deliver hearty laughs as the 


deep,” he counters. 

Employing every acting 
muscle, Richard revives his 
alter ego, while attempting to 
stoke the embers of romance 
with former co-star Patricia

Farnaby is equally goofy and 
their script contrives a 
ramshackle murder mystery 
that might pass muster on 
Midsomer Murders, with a 
considerably higher body 
count.

SLEEPLESS (15) 

★★★★★ 

Shapeless, Soulless, 

Spineless and 
Senseless would be 
more fitting titles 
for director Baran 
Bo Odar's 
lumbering remake 
of the 2011 
French-language 
thriller, Nuit 
Blanche. 

Transplanting the 
breathless cat and 
mouse from the outskirts of Paris to the 
twinkling lights of Las Vegas, Sleepless bets 
heavily on frenetic action and implausible 
plotting, and loses everything - including our 
patience - in a tiresome finale riddled with 
double and triple-crosses. 

While the original film was relatively low 
budget and benefitted from a leading man who 
performed his own stunts to heighten tension, 
Bo Odar's lacklustre revamp parachutes in a 
starry Hollywood cast including Oscar winner 
Jamie Foxx, inset. 

Close-ups of his sweat-beaded brow hope to 
convince us that the stakes are high while 
German composer Michael Kamm cranks up the 
volume on a relentlessly unsettling score, 
which would be better suited to a 
gore-slathered slasher than a serpentine crime 
thriller. 

Andrea Berloff's script trips itself up with 
laughable lapses in logic: the traitorous cop, 
who leaves an incriminating voicemail that 
blows his cover; the mother with freshly spilt 
blood glistening on her hands, who tenderly 
touches the face of her son and, miraculously, 
fails to transfer a single drop of rhesus 
positive. 

Las Vegas Police Department homicide 
detectives Vincent Downs (Foxx) and Sean Cass 
(Tip "T.l." Harris) don masks and brandish 
government-issue weapons to steal a shipment 
of drugs. 

Their haul is 25 kilos of cocaine "worth seven 
or eight million on the streets". 

The next day, knife-wielding thugs kidnap 
Vincent's teenage son, Thomas (Octavius J 
Johnson), en route to football practice. 

Shady casino owner Stanley Rubino (Dermot 
Mulroney) telephones the distraught father and 
explains he is holding Thomas to ransom: the 
missing white powder in exchange for the boy's 
life. 

It transpires that Rubino needs the cocaine 
as part of a business deal with sadistic 
gangster Rob Novak (Scoot McNairy). 

"If I can't deliver, I'll give him your son 
instead," Rubino coldly informs Vincent. 

The cop races against the clock to personally 
courier the drugs to the Luxus casino, whilst 
concealing Thomas' abduction from his 
suspicious ex-wife, Dena (Gabrielle Union). 

Meanwhile, tenacious Internal Affairs officer 
Jennifer Bryant (Michelle Monaghan) and her 
partner Doug (David Harbour) are shadowing 
Vincent, and intend to catch him red-handed. 

Sleepless is a yawn, beginning with a 
pedestrian car chase on curiously empty city 
streets. 

Foxx mumbles lifeless dialogue as if in a daze 
and fails to generate on-screen chemistry with 
any of his co-stars, including Johnson's 
two-dimensional son. 

Monaghan caterwauls her ballsy character's 
frustrations - we know how she feels - while 
Union is surplus to requirements yet, 
hilariously, she manages to insert herself into 
the film's centrepiece shootout.

20,000 new messages in two hours 
saying things like 'Do you know 
Niall?' 'Can you get a message to 
him?'

"We're all inclined to go, 'I'll buy 
that when I've lost half a stone,' but 
sometimes, you just have to say, 'No, 
I have to do this for me because it's 
important! I've been there myself 
and realised, if I could make time for 
my favourite TV programmes, I 
could make time for my body and 
my health. 

"My personal satisfaction 
nowadays is that I'm happy to show 
off my arms because before, I always 
used to wear wee cardies to cover up 
that area. 

"These days it's not about having a 
perfect body - nobody actually has 
that in reality - it's about real 
women. It's about sending out a 
message that it doesn't matter what 
age you are - 40, 50, 60, 70 - it's 
about realising, 'Hey, you're in your 
prime!' I say, go for it, life is short 
and don't put things off.”

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'Go for it' is an adage she certainly 
lives by. Lorraine, who started out as 
a reporter on Scotland's TV-am, 
seems to effortlessly manage the 
stars and guests on her show, and is 
widely considered one of the nicest 
women on TV. 

"Well, I'm glad people say I'm nice 
- the alternative would be awful, 
wouldn't it?!” she says, roaring with 
laughter. "All I know is, my 
grandmother and my mother always 
drummed into me, 'Treat people the 
way you want to be treated,' and 
that's what I do. 

"Anyway, it must be such an effort 
to be a diva, and such an effort to be 
horrible to people. Why would you 
do that? If you're happy, as I am 
with my job and private life, you 
want to give out that happiness.

DOCTOR'S NOTE 


GETTING more fibre in your diet 
may reduce the agony caused by 
arthritic knees. 

Researchers at Boston University 
School of Medicine tracked 4,796 
patients for eight years. Those who 
ate the most fibre were 44% less 
likely to develop severe pain and 
had a 24% lower risk of suffering 
from moderate pain. 

It is believed that fibre reduces 
inflammation in the body, causing 
the patient less pain. 

The findings, in the journal 
Arthritis Care & Research, 
suggested 25g of fibre a day (such 
as two cups of prunes) was enough 
to make a difference by a third.

doubt, the most successful UK 
act to have used the contest as a 
launchpad to fame and fortune. 


SECONDS OUT 

THE 1980s saw the UK doing 
moderately well, gaining 
another couple of second 
places, notably in 1988 when 
Scott Fitzgerald, top left, was 
pipped at the post by a certain 
I Celine Dion, singing for 
Switzerland. 

In the early 1990s some more 
familiar names flew the British 
flag, including Samantha Janus, 
i left, now better known as 
Samantha Womack of 
EastEnders fame. She took the 
UK to 10th place in 1991 with A 
Message To Your Heart. 

Michael Ball and Sonia, left, 
also threw their hats in the ring 
in 1992 and 1993 respectively, 
but again came, you've guessed 
it, second. 


I T WAS great when it all began. 
The UK first took part in the 
Contest in 1957, just a year after 
the first competition. Patricia 
Bredin sang All, which, at one 
minute 52 seconds, was the shortest 
song in the contest, a record that 
stood until 2015 when Finland 
entered a ditty that was only one 
minute 25 seconds long. Patricia 
came seventh out of 10 entries, and, 
although not linked to the relatively 
disappointing result, we took the 
next year out, returning in 1959. 

Since then the UK hasn't missed a 
contest. 

JUST A SECOND 

THE UK started getting its act 
together in 1959. Pearl Carr and 

Teddy Johnson's 
Sing, Little Birdie 
| was a classic 
British entry: up 
tempo, catchy, 
performed with 
gusto, and 
featuring a 
gimmick in the shape of a finger- 
puppet bird. It should have won, but 
came second, a position the UK has 
found itself in a record 15 times.

JUST WHO'S PULLING THE STRING? 

TRY as we might the UK just couldn't 
win the contest. After second places 
in 1960,1961,1964 and 1965, the 
BBC, who is responsible for selecting 
our entry, asked Sandie Shaw to 
represent the UK in 1967. 

Although still a big 
star, Sandie's record 
sales were declining, 
so, despite some 
reservations about 
how the contest 
would affect her 
credibility, she 
agreed. Puppet on a 
String, performed by 
a barefoot Sandie, 
scored the UK its first 
victory. 

Although she never 
liked the song, it 
became her third 
number one and a 
massive international 
hit.

CONGRATULATIONS? 

FOLLOWING Sandie's win, the UK 
hosted the 1968 contest at 
London's Royal Albert 
Hall. Cliff Richard, left, 
was hot favourite to win 
for the home team with 
Congratulations, written 
by the same composers of 
Puppet, Phil Coulter and 
Bill Martin. _ 

Apparently Cliff was so 
nervous during the voting that he 
locked himself in the loo! But when 
they were counted, it was Spain who 
triumphed by one point with La, La, 
La. There have been rumours since 
that Spanish dictator, Franco, 
somehow fixed the result. 

Undeterred, Cliff gave the contest 
another go in 1973, coming third 
with Power To All Our Friends. 

GOLDEN YEARS 

THE UK won for the second time in 
1969 when a fresh faced Lulu, sang 
another archetypal chirpy British 


entry, Boom Bang A Bang. In the 
contest's only ever tie, Lulu did have 
to share the victory with three 
other countries. 

The next UK win came just 
seven years later in 1976 as 
Brotherhood Of Man swept the 
board with Save Your Kisses 
For Me, one the contest's most 
well known hits. 

IF AT FIRST YOU DON'T SUCCEED 

EVER heard of Rita Crudgington? 
Thought not. It's the real name of 
Eurovision legend, Cheryl Baker, one 
quarter of Bucks Fizz, who secured 
the UK's fourth win in 1981 with 
Making Your Mind Up. 

But it wasn't all plain sailing and 
skirt-ripping for Cheryl. She was part 
of Co-Co, the British entry from 1978, 
who, with The Bad Old Days, came 
11th. It was the UK's worst result at 
the time. 

Good job Cheryl didn't give up. In 
a career that included three number 
one hits, Bucks Fizz are, without 


BRIT POP 

THE mid-late 90s saw the UK 
on top form. We pushed 
musical boundaries with Love 
City Groove and their self-titled rap 
song in 1995. The year after came one 
of the UK best ever entries and a 
number one to boot, Gina G's Ooh 
Aah, Just A Little Bit, which 
inexplicably only managed eighth. 

But the crown was ours again in 
1997 when 80s pop combo, Katrina 
and the Waves won big with the 
anthemic Love Shine A Light. 

The 1998 contest was held in 
Birmingham, and the brilliant Where 
Are You? by Imaani gave us another 
runner's up medal. 

ALL GOOD THINGS COME TO AN END 

SUCCESS wasn't to last. In 2000, 
Nicki French sang Don't Play That 
Song Again and Europe took it 
literally as we came 16th. But hats off 
to Nicki - she loves the contest and 
her positive attitude has made her 
extremely popular with the fans. 

Our annus horribilis was 2003 
when duo Jemini sang off key, and 
scored the dreaded nul points with 
Cry Baby. 

Scooch's Flying The Flag in 2007 
was plain embarrassing, and, just 
when you thought it couldn't get any 
worse, former X Factor runner up 
Andy Abraham shared last place in 
2008. 

STILL ROCK BOTTOM? 

SOME national pride was restored in 
2009 when Andrew Lloyd Webber 
penned It's My Time for Jade (5th), 
and boyband Blue deserved better 
than 11th in 2011 with I Can. 

Another last place came in 2010 
with the Pete Waterman track That 
Sounds Good To Me (it obviously 
didn't), and Engelbert Humperdinck 
(2012) and Bonnie Tyler (2013) 
didn't do much better. 

And, just when you thought it 
couldn't get any worse, along came 
Electro Velvet's cringefest, Still In 
Love With You, in 2015. 

Our hopes this year rest on 
the shoulders of Lucie Jones with 
the solid ballad, Never Give Up On 
You. 
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FISH CURRY 


(SERVES 4) 


INGREDIENTS 

For the spice 
blend: 

% tsp cumin seeds 
Vs tsp black peppercorns 
1 Vi tsp brown mustard seeds 
Itbsp coriander seeds, or 
ground coriander 


For the curry: 

3 large tomatoes, guartered 
15 large garlic cloves 

Vi tsp chilli powder 
% tsp ground turmeric 

4 tbsp vegetable oil 

2 dried chillies 

Va tsp fenugreek seeds 
(available from good 
supermarkets) 

1 (a tsp brown mustard seeds 
Salt 

600g firm white fish, cut into 
steaks (Dad's favourite is 
rohu, or sea bream) 

3 Indian green finger chillies, 
stalks removed, pierced with 
a knife 

2 handfuls of coriander 
stalks and leaves, roughly 
chopped 
Rice to serve 


METHOD 

1. Grind together the 
cumin, peppercorns, 
mustard and coriander 
seeds until fine. 

2. Blend together the 
tomatoes and garlic 
until smooth, add the 
spice blend, chilli 
powder and turmeric 
and blend once again. 


3. Heat two-and-a-half 
tablespoons of the oil in 
a large non-stick karahi, 
wok or saucepan. Add 
the dried chillies and 
the fenugreek and 
mustard seeds. Once 
the popping starts to die 
down, add the blended 
tomatoes and some salt. 
Cook over a high-ish 
flame, stirring often, 
until the paste releases 
oil, 10-12 minutes. 

4. Move the paste to the 
side of the pan, or 
remove it entirely, and 
add the remaining oil. 
Add the fish and fry for 
one to two minutes on 
each side. Then add 
enough water to cover 
the fish (around 500ml), 
the green chillies and 
coriander and bring to 
the boil. Cook for four 
to five minutes or until 
the fish is cooked 
through. The sauce will 
continue to thicken as it 
sits, because the fish 
absorbs the liquid. In 
the end it should be 
only a little creamy but 
not thick. 

5. Serve with rice. 



W HEN Anjum Anand 
decided to give up a 
steady career in 
business to become a 
full-time foodie, her 
parents weren't so sure. 

"They were horrified - they'd 
paid for my education, and they 
had encouraged me to make 
more of my life than be in the 
kitchen.

"I loved cooking. I loved the 
craft of it, I loved the chemistry 
of it, how you take something 
which doesn't taste good and 
you add all these bits and you 
cook it and it tastes amazing," 
she says. 

"I’ve always found it quite 
meditative, so I would go into the 
kitchen and do whatever I 
wanted to do, with friends or 
without friends."

company, Anjum realised it 
didn't fulfil her - "I was only 
happy when I was cooking" 

Since Indian Every Day was 
published in 2003, she's gone on 
to land regular TV appearances, 
hosting the BBC series Indian 
Food Made Easy, and launch her 
own food range, The Spice Tailor. 

She's been compared to 
'domestic goddess' and fellow 
glossy-haired TV cook Nigella 
Lawson, over the years - some¬ 


thing she takes "with a pinch of 
salt" 

"I know there are some 
similarities, because she was on 
the cover of a magazine and my 
daughter looked at it when she 
was about two and said, 'Oh, 
Mum!"' recalls Anjum with a 
laugh. 

"I think Nigella’s so talented 
and articulate and a great TV 
presenter. I have no problem 
being compared to her!" 


Her eighth cookbook, I Love 
India, was recently published; 
Anjum describes it as her "most 
personal" yet. 

Inspired by her visits to India, 
the beautifully presented book 
has sections on street-side tiffin, 
coastal curries and comfort food. 

"I travel to India a fair amount, 
and when I go, I try and taste 
new regional food - foods I 
haven't tasted before - or just get 
inspired to make a typical Indian 
dish but with British seasonal 
ingredients." 

At home in London, Anjum 
gets her daughter and son 
involved in the cooking process 
too, and makes sure they 
celebrate Indian traditions and 
festivals.

Sunday, I roasted lamb and poured 
this Chilean pinot noir. 

The wine was aged for six 
months in oak which adds a tickle 
of spice to the aromas of fresh red 
berries and then that spice dashes 
across the flavours of cherries 
and summer pudding adding a 
subtle layer of complexity - but 
not too much. It's a very 
approachable and very moreish 
red. And it was all for me. 

Lamatum Crianza 2013 
Ribera del Duero (£9.99 or 
£8.99 in a buy six deal at 
Majestic, 13.5% abv) is made 


just over 100 miles away from the 
more famous Spanish wine region 
but you'll find it an entirely 
different take on the tempranillo 
grape.

Deliciously jammy, with 
dark cherry fruit and a

Australian Hunter Valley shiraz is 
up there with the best. The wine is 
matured in French oak casks so 
the fruit retains its freshness and 
is only gently flecked with 
spice. Well, when I say 
gently, this is a bold and 
vibrant red wine with 
aromas of red berries 
and in the mouth the 
lush fruit flavours and 
soft acidity were 
perfect with my plate 
of roast beef (and 
double helping of 
Yorkshire pud).

which is a Californian white, 
fragrant with apple, lychee and 
vanilla aromas, with the merest 
dash of cinnamon and cardamom 
playing with the creamy fruit 
flavours. 

A roast chicken? Yes indeedy. 

Or how about Muscat d'Alsace 
2014 Collection Kuentz-Bas 
(£11.50, The Wine Society, 13% 
abv) which I tasted alongside 
chicken breast which I'd coated in 
fresh tarragon and parsley. 

The wine has aromas of green 
apples, a brush with honeysuckle 
and an early summer hedgerow 
and in the mouth good acidity 
freshened the palate elegantly.

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INGREDIENTS 

40g basmati rice 

1 litre whole milk 

4 tbsp sugar, or to taste 
Titsp ground cardamom 
Good pinch of saffron threads 

2 tbsp thick, set plain yogurt, not 
too sour 

Chopped pistachios or almonds, to 
serve 

METHOD 

1. Soak the basmati for one 
hour in plentiful water, then 
drain and dry it completely 
on kitchen paper. Set aside. 

2. Pour 900ml of the milk 
into a wide, heavy-based 
saucepan. Add the saffron. 
Place over a medium heat, 
then reduce the heat and 
gently simmer until it has 
reduced to 600ml. You will 
need to stir the milk often, 
scraping the base of the pan 
to make sure the milk doesn't 
catch and burn. If the heat is 
too high, the milk will rise up 
in the pan and spill, so keep 
an eye on it. 

3. Meanwhile, set aside one 
teaspoon of the dried rice 
and, using a spice grinder, 
grind the rest to a coarse 
powder. Set aside. 


4. When the milk has 
reduced, add the ground 
rice to the reserved 100ml 
milk and stir well. Pour 
this straight into the 
reduced hot milk with 
the reserved whole rice, 
stirring so it does not 
form a clump. Keep 
cooking and stirring for 10 
minutes or so over a medium 
heat. 

5. Add the sugar and 
cardamom and keep 
stirring until the 
mixture has thick¬ 
ened, another five to 
seven minutes. It will 
measure around 
450-500ml. 

6. Cool, then stir in 
the yogurt. Adjust the 
sweetness to taste, 
bearing in mind that 
as it cools the 
sweetness will be 
less pronounced. 

7. Pour into 
individual bowls or 
a large serving dish, 
cover with cling film 
and chill overnight 
in the fridge. Serve 
sprinkled with the 
nuts.

INGREDIENTS 

1. Mix together the semolina, 
chickpea flour, milled 
flaxseed, yogurt, onion, 
ginger, peas, chilli, salt, 
turmeric and most of the 
water. Rest for 30 minutes. 

2. Preheat the oven to 
200C/400F/gas mark 6. Oil a 


23cm springform baking tin 
and line the base with 
parchment paper. 

3. Coarsely grate the 
courgette, squeeze out the 
excess liquid and add to the 
mix. Taste and season. 

4. Heat the oil in a small 
frying pan and add the 
mustard seeds and cumin 
seeds. Once the mustards 
seeds are popping, add the 
curry leaves, sesame seeds 
and sunflower or pumpkin 
seeds and cover the pan, as 
these will puff up and jump. 
Once the sesame seeds are 
golden, take off the heat and 
add two-thirds of the

the batter. Adjust the water if 
necessary until the batter has 
a thick pouring consistency. 
Stir in the bicarbonate of 
soda. 

5. Pour the batter into the 
prepared baking tin, cover 
with foil and bake in the oven 
for 20 minutes. Remove the 
foil and continue to bake for 
10 minutes, or until the 
batter is cooked through and 
a cocktail stick comes out 
dry. Take out of the oven. 
Brush and scatter over the 
remaining oil and seeds and 
place the cake on the upper 
oven shelf for a few minutes. 

6. Cool a little before slicing 
and serve as it is, or with a 
tangy chutney.

hen asked 
howto 
describe my 
personal 
interiors 
style, I have 
to stop and 
think. 

Not because I don't know what it is, 
but because I find it very difficult to 
describe. There is also a danger in an 
interior designer disclosing that 
information because people assume 
that's the style you would do for them. 
In reality, most designers want to find 
out what best suits their clients, and 
this is often one of the most 
interesting parts of the job. 

I can enjoy and appreciate any style, 
as long as it is done well. Those 
designers that have a signature look 
must be truly bored! So, here I am 
putting myself in danger by describing 
my style in print.... 

If you looked round my house, you 
would say my style is rustic, and that is 
in part correct - but I live in the coun¬ 
try and in a cottage, so it sort of makes 
sense to have a country style. 

What I think is more important to 
me is the imperfection of rustic things: 
the rough edged tactile nature of 


materials, the wonky shape that says 
'hand made,' the depth and complex¬ 
ity of aged, worn and patinated fin¬ 
ishes. The bloom of hand and time. I 
like the human fallibility displayed by 
this, and the way these things catch 
my eye to bring little moments of joy 
to everyday life. 

I looked round my house to find 
some good examples and found so 
many I would need a book, not an 
article. 

One of my favourite things I own is 
the little pot shown here, by German 
ceramicist Johannes Peters. It is 
entirely unpretentious - small, unim¬ 
posing, beige and a very simple shape. 

I remember seeing it in an exhibi¬ 
tion - in fact, almost missing it, but 
what snagged my attention was the 
little drip of glaze that runs down the 
terracotta base. 

I havered about buying it, not quite 
sure if I liked it, and, now having 
owned it for over a decade, I still love 
it - that graduated toasty brown of the 
unglazed base, the wonky line around 
the rim and the random dots and 
marks. Having soup or a salad in this 
bowl always pleases me. 

This liking is not confined to useful 
items -1 find that most of the art I

have in my house has a level of con¬ 
nection, based on all those visual lay¬ 
ers and complexities. 

I can't often afford his work, but 
artist Lewis Noble is one of my 
favourites, and it is his layering of 
paint and seeing the landscape 
through his essentially human 
understanding that I love. You can 
look at this work for years and still find 
something new in it. 

Such things most often have a natu¬ 
ral element - harking back to what's 
outside the door. Despite being an 


interior designer [and more likely to 
be curled up with a book as outside 
doing the gardening, if I'm honest], I 
get a huge amount of inspiration from 
the natural world. Imperfection in 
man-made things gives a hint at our 
evolution, grounds us in the world. 

Many of the things I own could 
seem half-made - a vase made from 
an Australian fence post, complete 
with eyelet for barbed wire is a case in 
point [and very heavy it was in the 
suitcase on the way back]. Or I go the 
whole hog and use found objects - a 
feather, a sea shell, even a couple of 
animal skulls found on the moors 
[they were thoroughly clean, I do have 
my limits!]. The water worn remnants 
of wood shown here are, to me, a 
thing of total beauty. Utterly useless, 
but they make me smile. 

It's been interesting for me to ana¬ 
lyse where this love of imperfection 
and asymmetry came from. I think it 
was partly growing up in the 60s, 
when the cool new styles epitomised 
by the likes of Lucienne Day didn't 
quite translate to suburban Leeds, 
where everything seemed to be plas¬ 
tic, shiny, all surface and no interior. 

Terence Conran became one of my 
heroes, and the early Habitat shops a 


joy. I remember going to France for 
the first time in the early 80s and 
finding handmade plant pots - in 
Britain [or Leeds, anyway], you 
couldn't find a clay pot for love nor 
money. That inherent interest in 
something textured just grew. 

There has been a resurgence of 
interest in craft, either making one's 
own, or investing in artist craft pieces, 
and it has been attributed to a foil to 
our busy, urban, quick quick lives. 
Which I am sure is true, but for many 
of us it never went away. It's only 
recently that I came across the Japa¬ 
nese way of life called 'Wabi sabi' 
which embodies many of the con¬ 
cepts I'm talking about, imperfection, 
authenticity, about accepting the nat¬ 
ural cycle of growth, death and decay. 
I hadn't realised I was an adherent, 
but maybe I should just start my own 
movement! 

And as someone growing up in the 
60s and 70s, I just have to finish with a 
quote from Leonard Cohen: "There is 
a crack in everything, that's how the 
light gets in'! Amen!

si It's not advisable to use a paint 
I colour you don't know without 
JL trying it first. Don't rely on printed 
colour cards, colours on computer 
screens, the colour on the tin, or the 
colour of the wet paint, as these can be 
misleading. Occasionally, colour cards 
are painted and these are, of course, 
more reliable than printed ones. 

2 The only way to get a really 

accurate idea of what a particular 
colour will look like in a particular 
room, is to paint a little on the wall - 
preferably all the walls - and let it dry, 
but even this isn't foolproof, as a small 
patch can look different to a whole wall 
in the same colour. 

Ideally, you need to live with a colour 
for at least a few days so you can see it 
in different lights and at different times 
of the day. A colour can look different 
in natural light and artificial light, and 
even in different types of artificial light. 


3 There are lots of different shades 
of white, and most pure brilliant 
white emulsions are, in fact, off- 
white. Again, it's advisable to try a little 
first. If a paint is just called 'white,' it's 
often cream. 

A good choice for a really white white 
is Dulux Ultra Brilliant White matt 
emulsion (from £23.37 for 2.5ltr, B&Q). 
This is a bright, pure white and 
contains particles that reflect light 
around the room. 


4 You may want to take account of 
the way a room faces when 
choosing paint colours. North¬ 
facing rooms can be a challenge 
because the light is cold and blue, so 
you should steer clear of colours with a 
grey or green base and consider 
yellows and creamy neutrals for a

They recently got a boost from 
Foreign Secretary Boris Johnson when 
he told the House of Commons that a 
new yacht would attract "overwhelm¬ 
ing support" However, with taxpayers 
having to pay an estimated £10m a 
year for running a new yacht, it's 
probably unlikely. 

The former Britannia is now a 



popular tourist stop-off at the Port of 
Leith in Edinburgh after returning from 
its final mission of bringing the last 
governor of Hong Kong Chris Patten 
and the Prince of Wales home when 
the territory was handed back to China.

Geraniums are a staple 
of summer but there may 
be more varieties than 
you first thought

T he humble geranium 
is one of the most 
dependable summer 
garden plants. Just 
about all of us have 
grown up with them, 
most people know a 
little about growing 
them, and we can all enjoy their 
blossoms and broad, furry, sometimes 
scented, foliage. 

The botanical name for the plant is 
pelargonium, which distinguishes 
them from their herbaceous perennial 
cousins which are called hardy 
geraniums. However, most of you will 
know and purchase them simply as 
geraniums. 

They are a great little plant because 
they are so easy to propagate. Their 
near-indestructible qualities are due 
to many of the species originating in 
southern Africa. 

So while they don't do frost, they'll 
cope with a lot of neglect and are 
particularly tolerant of heat and 
drought. 

To explain the different types of 
geranium, the ones that are 
commonly used as 
bedding plants are 
known as zonal, so 
called because of the 
darker zone on their 
leaves. 

Many of these have 
the bright pink, salmon 
and red flowers that we 
associate with this 
plant, evoking images 
of whitewashed Greek 
cottages with terracotta 
pots of colourful 
blooms. 

If you want to plant 
trailing geraniums for 
display in hanging 
baskets, look for ivy¬ 
leaved varieties. 

Scented geraniums 
are grown more for 
their fragrant leaves which, when 
crushed or brushed, release their 
fragrance. 

This makes them great for the edges 
of pathways during summer, or on 
patios near seating areas. 

Their essential oil is extracted and 
used in the perfume industry, and 
they are also used as culinary herbs. 

The range of scents is astonishing. 
While lemon and lavender are most 
common, you can also find peach, 
pine, ginger, nutmeg, pineapple, 
coconut and even raspberry. 

The key point to remember when 
caring for them is that they come from 


flowering stem, about three to four 
inches long, and cut it just below a 
leaf. 

You only need a few leaves at the 
top, so cut off any other foliage. Pop 
the cutting into a compost - multi¬ 
purpose with some added grit is best. 

Moisten the soil and leave in a 
warm but shaded area to get it rooted 
- which won't take long. 

Plug plants are available to buy now 


so you can get them potted up and 
ready to go out in a blaze in June. 

There are hundreds of cultivars 
available but here are a few to whet 
your appetite... 

■ Appleblossom Rosebud has very 
pretty pink and white buds that burst 
out into impressive double flowers. 

■ Mabel Gray is the most highly 
scented lemon variety with small 
pale pink flowers. 


■ Attar of Roses has pale pink 
flowers with a delicious rose scent 
from the leaves. 

■ Balcon Red is a red cascading 
geranium and one of the most 
popular - perfect for window boxes 
where it will tumble downwards with 
its scarlet blooms. 

■ Lord Bute has dark velvety blooms 
and has been a favourite since 
Victorian times. 


semi-desert areas. 

That means avoiding getting them 
too damp or cold. 

A sunny, dry spot is best, though 
some will tolerate being placed in 
semi-shade. 

Don't overwater, and feed them 
fortnightly during the summer. 

Deadhead blooms to keep the 
display going for longer and bring 
them indoors at the end of summer or 
in autumn before the nights get frosty. 

You can propagate geraniums in 
August or September by snipping off a 
stem. 

Choose a fresh-looking, non- 



YOUR JOBS FOR THIS WEEK 


■ THE weather seems to be 
swinging from hot to cold so 
keep an eye out for forecasts 
of frost. Harden off plants 
raised from seed and cuttings 
- get them acclimatised by 
leaving them in a sheltered 
spot outside during the 
daytime. This way they'll be 
ready for their permanent 
home outdoors when the risk 
of frost has passed. 

■ YOU'LL be able to add 
colour to your pots and 
borders with tender bedding 


plants later this month - start 
hardening them off now in 
preparation. Sweet peas also 
need hardening off if you've 
been growing them indoors. 

■ ENCOURAGE bushy growth 
on fuchsias by nipping out 
tips. 

■ CLIMBERS are putting on a 
lot of growth so keep tying 
them in. If you tie the stems 
of climbing roses as horizontal 
as possible, this will 
encourage more flowers. 


■ CLIP lawn edges with 
shears to keep them 
manicured and mow once a 
week now to keep in good 
condition and keep weeds at 
bay. 

■ ALSO control weeds with 
regular hoeing and mulching. 

■ LIFT and divide spring 
flowering bulbs after 
flowering, then replant. Allow 
foliage to die back naturally. 
There is no need to tie up 
daffodil foliage. 



Keep an eye out 
for frosty forecasts 
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ASK DIARMUID 



Q I'VE had a mock orange 
plant in my garden for 
four years. It started off in 
a pot for the first year 
then I put it in the ground. 

My soil is clay and every 
year it looks lovely but 
never flowers. 

Do you think there may 
be too many plants around 
it? 

Joan Donelly, by email 

A YOUR shrub looks perfectly 
healthy from the photo, 
and not particularly crowded 
by its neighbours. 


My guess is that it is just 
taking time to settle in. 

Even if you have no flowers 
this year, flower buds may 


start to form in time. That's 
why it's important to never 
prune philadelphus or mock 
orange in spring, as you are 
cutting off all the flower 
buds from the previous 
year. 

Similarly, pruning too late 
in the summer doesn't give 
new wood enough time to 
mature to form flower buds. 

So try and leave it alone 
until it flowers and maybe 
help it along with some high 
potash fertiliser which will 
help with flower bud 
formation. 


PLANT OF THE WEEK 


ANGELICA ARCHANGELICA 

THIS statuesque beauty is now 
unfurling its limbs and opening 
its dramatic flower heads. 

Standing at around six feet 
tall, this plant needs space to 
show off. Wonderful umbels of 
greenish yellow flowers will 
attract hoverflies to its nectar. 

It's a biennial so it will only 
show leaves in the first year, 
and blossom in the second. 


However, it's monocarpic, 
meaning it dies after flowering 
so be sure to collect some seed. 

To propagate, sowing fresh 
seed is best. It prefers a deep, 
fertile, moist soil in a bit of 
shade. Also known as wild 
celery, its stems are crystallised 
for use in cake decoration and 
its essence is used to flavour 
vermouth - delicious!

Consumer tastes and fashion 
trends may have changed over 
the ensuing years plus the 
arrival more recently of so-called 
crossover cars but the basic 
people carriers remain as 
popular as ever particularly with 
families. 

It’s easy to see why because 
they are spacious inside with 
plenty of storage cubby-holes, 
practical and versatile 
seating/luggage space, 
comfortable seats for all ages 
and for the driver nowadays 
much nicer to drive, more 
economical with more standard 
mod cons on board. 

Take the latest Scenic which 
still retains all these family 
user-friendly features, looks 
outside much smarter than ever 
before and with the best part of 
more than 30 different petrol, 
diesel, hybrid assist powered 
versions available there’s 
something to suit most 
motorists’ needs. 

It now has a nice looking 
bulbous shaped front end with a 
steeply raked windscreen and 
plenty of sweeping body curves 
and the rear end has also been 
tidied up to look more modern. 

With much more refinement 
and quietness it’s the diesels that 
are proving popular simply 
because they are much more 
cleaner in terms of exhaust 
emissions (I.e. lower C02 
ratings), offer far better fuel 
economy and a better ride and 
drive than the earlier models. 

The Dynamique S Nav dCi 110 
model is a prime example with 
its 108bhp diesel engine 
delivering a competent 
performance through a six-speed 
manual gearbox which Renault 
claims will do 72.4 mpg on the 
combined cycle and has a C02 of 
lOOg/km. 

Even though some of these 
official fuel consumption figures 
are questionable at times this 
engine returned 58.1mpg overall 
on some 600 miles of testing that 
included a stop-start run across 
London and a motorway speed 


return journey to the north of 
England and back. 

Apart from this impressive 
figure it also sits in only 
insurance group 11, VED A band 
and for company driver the BiK 
rating is only 20 per cent. 

With this well proven 1.5-litre 
diesel engine under the bonnet it 
provides more than enough 
power for a decent performance 
even when fully loaded up with 
kids as encountered on the long 
test run and it was quiet and 
refined throughout. 

This latest Scenic is based on 
the current Megane platform 
and has the same model line up, 
starting with the Expression-i- 
(£21,445 on-the-road), through to 
Dynamique, Dynamique S and 
top of the range Signature 
(£30,805 on-the-road). 

All models now have as 
standard alloy wheels, climate 
control, parking sensors and 
Bluetooth while models like the 
Dynamique S tested ((£25,445 
on-the-road) have in addition a 


larger 8.7-inch infotainment and 
head-up touch display screen 
with excellent 

easy-to-read-at-a-glance clear 
graphics and other information. 

As for the choice of engine, 
aside from trim/equipment 
levels, the best one to go for in 
my book is the 1.5-litre diesel 
because it’s a sweet sounding 


engine, exceptionally quiet for a 
diesel, drive easily with a nicely 
weighted steering and the 
six-speed manual gearbox is 
light yet precise in action. 

The overall ride is on the firm 
side really, unlike most French 
made cars which are more often 
than not on the soft side, and 
there’s hardly any noticeable 


body roll when the car is pushed 
around sharper bends in the 
road. This latest Scenic is again 
much safer having past the Euro 
NCAP tests with five stars and 
on the test car there was the 
optional £500 safety premium 
pack that includes adaptive 
cruise control and safe distant 
warning - better to spend the 
£500 cashin my view on the 
parking premium pack that 
allows hands-free parking, 
360-degree parking sensors and 
blind spot warning which are 
more important for every day 
driving. 

Renault also charges £90 to 
have an emergency spare wheel 
on board - another plus factor 
for most drivers. 

Interior changes to this latest 
Scenic see the centrally 
positioned speedometer by a 
more user-friendly one with 
digital readout in the more 
traditional place behind the 
steering wheel - that’s far more 
practical in my view. 


Leg and headroom back and 
front is good as on the old model 
with seats that give decent 
enough lumbar support and as 
on most medium sized people 
carriers there’s plenty of cubby 
holes for storage while boot 
space is fine at 572 litres. Drop 
the rear seats down and this 
rises to 1,554 litres and the 
action of dropping the seats is 
now much easier too. 

Overall a much improved 
Scenic (there’s still the bigger 
Grand Scenic available too) with 
the changes more subtle than 
anything else and it will 
certainly keep Renault up in the 
top echelons of the medium-sized 
MPV brigade. 

If buyers can’t afford any 
diesel models then go for the 
entry-level 1.2-litre petrol 
Expression-i- which whilst 
lacking a little in punch when 
looking for some performance 
still more than compensates in 
terms of ride quality and 
comfort.
